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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: Applicants asserted that Byrne et al. do not disclose a table mapping 
attributes utilized by the network application with attribute names used by the 
directory servers available to the application. The examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Examiner maintains that Byrne et al. explicitly discloses a table mapping attributes 
(LDAP directory entry is a collection of attributes that has a name, referred to as a 
distinguished name : col. 5, lines 24-30; each entry is composed of attributes : col. 1, 
lines 45-67) (figs. 3-4; col. 5, line 24 - col. 6, line 52) utilized by the network 
application (computer program product in a computer-readable medium for 
managing, access information in LDAP directories on a plurality of servers; col. 12, 
lines 59-63) with attribute names used by the directory servers available to the 
application (computer program product, wherein instructions for obtaining directory 
entries from server; instructions for query by the server; instructions for searching a 
directory on the server; col. 12, line 59 - col. 14, line 35). 

Applicants further argued that Byrne et al. do not disclose searching the directory 
server for the requested attribute with the identified directory server attribute name. 
First, claims 1,10 and 14 do not recite the limitation except claim 19. Furthermore, 
Byrne et al. clearly discloses searching the directory server for the requested 
attribute with the identified directory server attribute name (search process inherently 
formulates seach query using the attributes, i.e., name, value; query, 420, fig. 4; col. 
6, lines 25-31; col. 12, lines 15-20). i
